Dvirlng the last few months East Anglian UFO reports have been rather few and far 
between. However there has been one report of an unusual object over Happlsburgh on 
the Norfolk coast. 


The object was seen hj Police Constable B.Nichols of the North Walsham Police. 

Whilst on duty in a mini-van on 2 ^th July, 1972 , he was near Eccles-on-Sea at about 
and in his report he described what happened, as followsr- 
"I saw a light rising over the village of Happlsburgh. I formed the opinion 
that a flare had been fired out at sea and radioed to force control the ne¬ 
cessary Information. I got out of the mini-van and watched the light. I was 
waiting for the flare to burst which it did not do. Instead it began to tr¬ 
avel in my direction. As it got nearer I could see the light flickering all 
the time and I coxild see an outline to the object. There was no colour to 
the object and it appeared to be transparent, the only similar object that 
I could call to mind at that time was a polythene bag, the flickering light 
in the comer looked like a candle burning, with about the same strength of 
light boo." 

"There was no wind that evening and everywhere was quiet and as the object 
passed me a little to the west 1 could hear no sound although it appeared 
very near at that time. The object did not appear to alter its' height and 
it eventually disappeared from sight over in the general direction of Stalham. 

."I would estimate its' speed in excess of lOOmph. I also noticed 

that the shape didn't change as the object passed by." 

As far as can be ascertained there were no 
aircraft in the area at the time of the 
sighting, and PC Nichols is adamant that 
this was not an aircraft light that he saw, 
he is familiar with watching the lights of 
aircraft flying from the various air-bases 
in the district. 

The Happlsburgh Coastguard were also con¬ 
tacted, they did not know anything about 
the report. So it seems quite certain that 
this was not a flare of any kind launched 
by them, or by a boat at sea. PC Nichols 
sticks to his story that the object looked 
exactly like a polythene bag «dth a candle 
in one comer. Although this description 
the fact that this is exactly what the object 



seems almost laughable, we must accept 
must have looked like to the witness. 


Unfortunately no other witnesses have so far been discovered, but it seem pretty 
certain that there must have been others, for as can be seen from the map, the object 
covered quite a long distance and passed close to at least three villages, not incl¬ 
uding Happislairgh Itself. As it was fairly early in the 
evening there must have been a considerable number of s f 
people abroad at that time. ' 

Being a police officer and a trained observer, we 
must accept Constable Nlchol's statement as being as 
close to the fact as is possible without other witnesse 
Leaving us to ponder what object in the sky could poss¬ 
ibly look like a polythene bag with a candle in it.

FOOTNOTE: Since the writing of this article, it has been suggested that the object 
could have been a home-made hot air balloon. Hade from a polythene bag with a small 
spirit burner in the bottom to provide the lift. This seems quite feasible except for 
the fact tha t the witness said the object was travelling quite fast and he also said 
that there was no wind that night. A hot air balloon depends on the wind to move hori¬ 
zontally.

Th» anonyiBaus booklet 'Parish of* ' 

Lowentoft Et Margaret* aays that pae- 
aagea ran from cryp^llke cellars \m- 
der the High Street, near the Town 
Hall. On December 27th, 194? an art¬ 
icle appeared in the Lowestoft Jo\im£il 
which says that in clearing the grou¬ 
nd for the erection of the Anchor Hotel In 190? another tunnel was found, 
and this was thought to lead to St.Margarets church. The article finished 
with a ghost story. During the last war a yoimg sailor was sleeping on a 
bench in the lounge of the Anchor Hotel. One night he felt a sudden rush of 
icy wind around the house, and looking up he saw a man In a robe and cowl 
st^ding In the doorway. He leapt up, but the figure had disappeared. 

This is a fairly typical example of the stories that are to be found 
all over the cotintry, of secret tunnels running from old houses and in many 
cases these tunnels are associated with ghosts. One of the most bizarre 1 
have heard, but without a ghost this time. Is the passage which Is supposed 
to run from the college of St.Mark, a range of old buildings now used as a 
home for retired clergy. In Audley End village to Saffron Walden church, 
despite the fact that they are miles apart, and the college stands deep in 
a valley and the church on top of a hill I 

In many cases tunnels are supposed to run from old pubs to the parish 
church, and quite a number of these pubs are haunted. In Jack Hallam* s re¬ 
cent book 'The Haunted Inns of England,' the author gives no less than Th¬ 
irteen examples, but most of his stories are very scrappy and it is a pity 
that he did not examine fewer examples at more length. 

The Standard Inn at Rye has a record of poltergeist activity, Uirowing 
clothes about, disarranging bedding and furniture and the like. An invest¬ 
igator who called there in 1947 was shown the bricked-up entrance to an al¬ 
leged secret passage used by smugglers. Another old pub said to have such a 
passage is the Tiger on Tower Hill in London, although there is no record 
of hauntings. The legend goes that when Queen Elizabeth I, as she was to be, 
wss imprisoned in the Tower she used to go to the inn along the passage to 
eat her meals. Why food was not supplied by her gaolers is not recorded. 
Another version is that she went to play with the landlord's cat. It must 
have been an exceptionally engaging felinei 

The Smugglers' Haunt restaurant at Hayling Island claims to have a tvin- 
nel running down to the sea. This, as the name Implies, was supposed to 
have been used by smugglers. 








The Royal Pavilion at Brighton is said to have a passage which runs from the buil¬ 
ding proper to what is now the concert hall, but which used to be stables. The ghost 
of King George IV has been seen walking along this, so the story runs. Another ghost 
of the Pavilion is that of Martha Gunn, the celebrated btthlng woman, who appears in 
the kitchen. St. Mary's Barracks at Chatham Is haunted by the ghost of a sailor in 
the uniform of Nelson's time and hobbling on a crutch. This apparition was seen by a 
sentry as recently es 1946. The building Is supposed to be honey-combed with secret 
passages. 

The most famous of all haunted houses, Borley Rectory, has its' legend of a tunn¬ 
el. In his book 'The End of Borley Rectory,' the late Harry Price gives the name of a 
man who claims to have entered this. To those who will say that ttie haunting at Bor¬ 
ley has been discredited, I would reply that in an article I wrote in I 968 I showed 
that if Price faked ttiem he must have started doing so while he was still in his cradle. 

A legend of buried treasure is associated with a tunnel which runs from the Mar¬ 
ket Ctoss at Gresham, Norfolk to Beeston Abbey; a golden, calf is said to be hidden In It 

If these passages exist, who built them? The first contenders are tlie monks of 
pre-reformation days, wboi .apparentley liked walking about tmder the ground rather than 
on top of it like other people. A variant to this story is that passages were built 
connecting monasteries and convents, so that the occupants could visit each other for 
immoral purposes. This has all the eaz^&axks of Reformation propaganda, and need not 
be taken too seriously. There probably were dissolute monies and nuns just as there are 
dissolute people in other classes of the community, but in those days eclesiastical 
discipline had a heavy band, and these people would not have crazy enough to advertise 
their existence by undertaking elaborate building works even if they had the power to 
do so. 
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The second favourites ar6 sonigglersj but again this theoty will not waeh*Although 
smuggling gangs were well organised and often contrived ingenious hiding places for 
their gpodsy they had neither man-power nor the resources for such viork. Host of their 
laboiir was, in fact, recruited on a sort of ad-hoc basis and paid off at the end of 
each run. 

The grant snag about all these stories is that such passages, if they existed, co¬ 
uld only have become serrei only when their existence had become forgotten by lapse of 
time, and they were subsequently re-dlscovered in whole or part. To make them a large 
number of men must have been employed, or a small number for a long tdinn, and some¬ 
body would have talked, somebody would have smelt a rat, or something would have come 
out eomeiiow. The disposal of the excavated earth would also have presented a problem. 

It would have necessitated the use of a large number of labourers,or a small number for 
a long time, assisted in all probability by carts or pack-horses. Is it possible that 
nobody would have noticed anything? 

As far as my own opinion goes, I have never beard a passage story which I have fo¬ 
und entirely convincing. This is not to say that they do not exist, but that they have 
never been proved conclusively to do so. It is a fascinating sideline on which the 
Group might possibly carry out some investigations at a future time.

Lovvstoft, for itfl oiz«, haa a oonnidorabla number of ghonta. Many of these have 
ti'idir haunts in the area of the High Street^ from Mariners Score to Old Nelson S^eet, 
This is hardly surprising when one realises that this is the oldest part of the town. 
Rant Score lies in the middle of this region, and is one of the few scores alleged to 
be haunted. It is also notable because it has quite a history of paranormal activity. 


The origin of the haunting lies lost in the mists of time, among the bustle and 
clamour of the beach village, which has disappeared for all time beneath the indust¬ 
rial developments of modem Lowestoft. However, the ghost, unlike its original haunt, 
seems remarkably resilient, surviving both the bulldozer and the 24 hour hustle of 
modem factory life. The first mentions of the scores being haunted are somewhat vag¬ 
ue, with regard to date and place. In the I7th and l8th cent\arles there was a legend 
that a score, probably either Rant or Wildes Score, was haunted by 'Old Shuck' or to 
be more exact, a phantom 'Dawg.' 


HIC,v 4 STftEET' 


Recently a more 'tangible* series of events tohk place. The beach village was, a- 
bout 50 years ago, toe centre of Lowestoft's herring industry, and along the scores 
were rows of fish houses used for storing and curing fish. In one of these buildings 
in Rant Score, fish boxes, which were neatly stacked at 
night, were found in disarray in the morning. No explain- 
ation could be found although rats were suspected. This 
spot soon gained a reputation amongst the fisherman who 
were afraid to pass the spot alone at night. 

About 70 years ago, a public house, the Dutch Hoy, 
sitaated in the Rant Score area, also became the scene 
of psychic activity. The building was owned by Youngman 
and Preston Brewers and stood on the comer of Rant Sco¬ 
re East and Whaplode Road.(see map). The activity took 
place upstairs. The figure of a woman was often seen in 
one of the bedrooms at night, who when approached disa¬ 
ppeared into a wardrobe. 

Paranormal activity was later reported in a work¬ 
shop which once stood in the score. The pattern was sim¬ 
ilar to tlrie events in the fish house. Tools in the buil¬ 
ding were displaced during the night. Suspecting child¬ 
ren to be the cause, a thorough inspection of the prem¬ 
ises was made to check security, but no way in which the 
chiildren could get into the building could be foxand. 

For a time the haunting ceased, new industry had 
come to Lowestoft. The fish houses were replaced with 
factories. The intense, emotion laden atmosphere of the 
fishing commonity vanished, and with it, it seemed, went 
the ghost. Then suddenly in the late 1950' s and early D L C f\ 

i 960 'a it re-appeared. Birds Eye Foods Ltd had just moved Ko/nJC. U/TCOl. 

to Lowestoft and were acquiring new premises, one of 

these being a house half-way down Rant Score, which was used as a time office. 

Men on night duty were puzzled by the sound of footsteps approaching the door but no- 
one coming in. When, out of curiosity, they opened the door they were staggered to 
find there was nobody there. This continued for a time, then one night the footsteps 
were heard as usual, only this time the office door opened, seemingly of its own ac¬ 
cord, the room temperature fell sharply, the other door opened and the footsteps were 
heard receeding. 



After this, activity again subsided and the score was quiet for about ten years, 
then, in July 1970 the ghost was seen, possibly for the first time. Two fitters were 
working in the commercial kitchen.(see map), repairing an oven, when they were aston¬ 
ished to see the figure of a man glide across the room and through a wall. They left 
the room In a shaken state and refused to return again that evening. The following 
night workmates took a ouija board into the kitchen, in a vain attempt to contact the 
spirit. 


Also in the 1969 -I 970 period the ghost appeared again, this time in some cloak- 
rooBS nsar the old time office. A man was alone in the cloakroom when he felt some— 
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thing touch hia on the shoulder, on turning 
round he saw a bluish glowing bhLl disappear 
through a wall. He fled to find his other 
workmates and was seen to be white and very 
shaken. Although ridiculed he mantained his 
story and his appearance bore evidence to 
idiat he had seen. 

That, as far as I know, is the history 
of the Rwt Score Ghost. It raises many que¬ 
stions; are they all the same ghost? If they 
are, then why was it seen in so many differ^ 
eat places etc? But perhaps the most profound 
question is, assuming that all the sightings 
were of the same ghost: Is a ghost able to 
change its appearance? 

These are questions for which there are 
no real answers. We can only guess, and wait 
for the next occurence, be It next year or 
next decade..... * 


Early in I 968 I was offered a posi¬ 
tion as under-manager of a small country 
hotel, situated in the sleepy market town 
of Bungay in Suffolk. The hotel was call¬ 
ed 'le Olde Three Tuns' and was erected 
during the 17th century. Apparently the 
original was completely destroyed by fire. 

I accepted the job enthusiasticaly and 
was soon settled in. However, on the third 
or fourth night as I was in the process of 
retiring to bed, a sudden slam baited my 
movements. Two small leaded glass windows 
inserted in the bedroom wall opened out 
into the corridor. Previously one of the 
windows was opened, now both were closed 
tight. It was a fairly wtbl night and th¬ 
ere was certainly no wind worth mention¬ 
ing. So I concluded that obviously a pra¬ 
ctical joker had remained on the premises, somehow avoiding detection in my methodical 
locking-up ritual. For a second time I checked doors, windows and empty bedrooms, but 
the result was negative. I returned to the window which had closed so mysteriously. 
Tentatively, I opened the window and pushed hard, slamming it with the same force to 
produce the equalness of noise. Surprisingly it rebounded open again, I tried again 
and aigain with the same result each time. Only by pushing hard and holding it closed 
could I repeat the original manouvre. I did not understand, I knew nothing of the oc¬ 
cult or psychic phenomena, so I turned off the radio and climbed into bed. I feel th¬ 
at I should mention that, at that time, I was alone in the hotel, actually I was for 
most of my duration at The Three Tuns. Although a residential hotel, extensive reno¬ 
vations had been decided and coimaencement was due at anytime. 

A repeat performance of the window closing sensation ocurred the following night, 
so the third night. Thinking I would terminate these paranormal activities, I closed 
the window; in the morning upon wakening, 1 noticed the window was open. 

I consulted the proprleter at our next meeting bout the bizarre happenings within 
his premises. Hesitatingly he informed me that a much troubled splxrit haunted the bu¬ 
ilding, probably unaware that death of the physical body had ocurred many years ago. 

He further informed me that dontact was established by the alphabet and wine glass se¬ 
ance. Consequently I attended the next seance and the Information extracted was very 
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interesting. Apparently the spirit was formally an IjB year old youth nemed. Rex 3ocon 
or Bacon. Around 1682, after discovering that his wl^fe had been unfaithful, he slew 
her lover and then coamitod suicide by hanging himself from the beam above the top 
stair on tne landing of the Three Tuns. Rex Bacon insisted that his father had vicar 
of the parish of Mettinghan, a tiny village with an extremely old castle, adjacent 
to Bungay. The church registers subsequently revealed tlriat fix)m 1649 to I73I» * John 
Hacon had been vicar of Mettigham and a Rev.Thomas Bacon from to 1359- 

The power of the seance increaaed as the same people attended. The closing of the 
window each night was an act of protection so the spirit declared. Although I never 
personally saw anything, t%K> of the participants claimed to have seen a nebulous form 
ot.herwiae a ghost, but I felt a presence very often. I knew that I was not alone. I 
was sure that only goodness radiated from the etherlc resident. 


After a month or so 1 had grown accustomed to these strange happenings and night¬ 
ly I would call out "Goodnight Rex," needless to say there was never a reply. I rem¬ 
ember on one occasion finding three shirts neatly folded on a chair, previously they 
had been deposited in an \intldy heap on the bed ready for the launderette. I thanked 
the chamber maid for this un-neccessary chore but she informed me that my room was 
locked all day. Entry had been impossible. 

My term of employment was curtailed when I accepted an attractive offer with mo¬ 
re responsibility and of course a higher salary. My biggest regret was losing my in¬ 
visible protector. Approximately one year. Canon J.D.Pearce-Hlggins, Vice Provost of 
Southwark Cathedral, performed a Requiem Communion Service, invited by the harassed 
proprietor to settle all unexplained phenomena. The Canon decided against « service 
of exorcism as he considered the spirit not evil. He felt a Requiem Mass to pray for 
release and enlightenment would be far more appropriate. The doors of the hotel were 
sealed by a cross of Holy Water and Rex was laid to rest. As far as I know nothing 
has been seen or heard of him since

For the purists, a more daaslcal 
sea monster, described as being large 
and torpedo shaped and moving veiy fast 
was seen by two Southwold fishermen in 
the late I930's. Just a legend or mis¬ 
taken identity? Maybe, but worth remem¬ 
bering the next time you find yourself 
on a lonely stretch of beach.

DURING THE 1st WORLD WAR an object %fas seen over Aldeburgh, Suffolk. It was des¬ 
cribed as a round platform with a hand-rail rqund it. On t^ platform were 8 to 
12 men all wearing blue uniforms and little round hats.

THE PSYCHICAL ^ 
RESEARCH SECTION ® 

The Psychical Research Section has evolved from an unkown amateur group into a 
now well known, professional looking, body of investigators, linked with the Brit¬ 
ish Socie^ for Psychical Research. 

Our work is seldom glamorous, the only reward coming from further knowledge. Of¬ 
ten days of painstaking and tiring preliminary research has to be undertaken before 
any form of result can be obtained. 

Firstly, it is necessary to have something abnormal to Investigate. Cases come 
to our attention either by personal reports, publications, or via the modem media 
of radio and television. Once discovered, backgzvund research has to be undertaken 
as well as finding witnesses to substantiate the phenomena. Ideally the story is 
kept out of the Press, at least until our investigations are complete. 

The next step Im the preparation of the ghost-watch is to decide upon a plan of 
campaign and to decide the type of equipment that we wish to take. Because nobody 
can be absolutely positive about the anatomy of a ghost, the devices we use have to 
be geared to fit reported happenings, which in most cases assume their own charact¬ 
eristics. In general we use Draught Detectors, Vibration Detectors and Magnetic An¬ 
omaly Detectors, Light Sensitive Cells, Automatic Cameras, Thermostatic Switches, 
Thermometers and Tape Recorders, all of which are connected to, and monitored on, a 
central control unit. Future eqtiipment that we are working on, such as Static Im¬ 
print Fields and Variable Vibration Equalisers, could close the blatant gap between 
the supernatural and reality. 

Once we reach the alleged haunted location all possible physical phenomena, such 
as loosely hung doors or sloping floors, are plotted on diagrams together with the 
positions of all the equipment. All the preambles being complete the watch is effect¬ 
ed; All feelings and activities during the watch are recorded on personal data she¬ 
ets. After these usually tiring sessions, there remains the painstaking task of ga¬ 
thering, analysing and collating all possible information and moulding it into an 
illustrated factual report for filing or publication. 

At this point in time, man is at his highest technological peak, yet he knows 
relatively little about the world of Psychical Science, but I am con^^ced that we 
are unbelievably dose to a startling solution >diich lays only experiments away.

m) GHOST WATCH AT QgAM 
REGIONAL HQ. NORWICH.... 

During June, another 
party of investigators from 
the P.R.Section, returned 
to the Oxfam Regional H.Q. 
in Magdelene St. Norwich, 
for a third and final wat¬ 
ch for the ghost of SARA, 
who is said to have been 
murdered there many years 
ago when the building was 
a public house called the 
Red Lion. 

PREVIOUS WATCHES. 

Of the two previous wat¬ 
ches, the first was defin- 
initel/ the more fruitful, 
as far Psychical Phenomena 
are concerned. During that 
watch, all the lights in 
the front part of the pre¬ 
mises being used as a shop, 
went put for no apparent 
reason. It was later dis¬ 
covered that they had been 
switched off, but at the 


lAen they went off, 
everybody was accounted for 
and nobody was near the swi¬ 
tches. After this first wat- 
was over aad the tape recor¬ 
dings made on it were being 
played back, an uneiplaineble 
female voice was heard on 
one saying what sounds like 
"Who’s there?" Although this 
is quite distinct on the ta¬ 
pe, nothing like it was he¬ 
ard at the time the record¬ 
ing was made. As well as th¬ 
ese two occurences, all the 
watchess commented on the 
'atmosphere' which left ev¬ 
erybody feeling un-settied. 

Because of these strange 
events, it was decided to 
hold the second watch. Th¬ 
is one proved to be the 
complete opposite of the 
first. Nothing untoward 
what-so-ever was recorded, 
and the watch was abando¬ 
ned in the early hours of 
the morning. After this it 
was thought that all psy¬ 
chical phenomena had ceased. 

EXORCISM. 

This view soon received a 
nasty shock, when, a few mo¬ 
nths later, activity incre¬ 
ased again and two mediums 
were called in to contact 
the spirit and to exorcise 
it. This they subsequently 
did and once more the gh'e- 
ot was quiet. 

LAST LOOK. 

After reading about the ex¬ 
orcism, the PR Section dec¬ 
ided to hold this final wat¬ 
ch to see if it had made any 
difference to the building. 
This they did and once again 
they drew a complete blank. 
Not only was there no actlv 
vity from the ghost, but all 
the watchers commented on 
how the 'atmoshere' of the 
building seemed somehow dif¬ 
ferent, friendlier, than on 
the previous twp watches. 

It seems as if Sara has 
finally gone.

TELEPATHY EXPERIMENT 
RESULTS . 

Between May Ist and Ju¬ 
ne 55th, certain members 
of the BSIG took part in 
what was described as a 
long-range telepathy ex¬ 
periment. Six members in 
all took part. 

ZENER CARDS. 

The experimoct was con¬ 
ducted every night when 3 
mmnbers took turns in tr¬ 
ansmitting one Zener Card 
cj^ioosen at random each ni¬ 
ght. At the pre-arranged 
time, the remaining parV 
iclpants had to write do¬ 
wn their impression of wh¬ 
at particular card it was. 

Zener cards were trans¬ 
mitted for 6 consecutive 
nights and on the 7th a 
common object was the sub¬ 
ject. This was repeated 
all through the experiment. 
The transmitters were in 
Norwich, Lowestoft and 
Surrey. 

COMPLETELY NORMAL. 

After ths experiment was 
over, a thorough statisti¬ 
cal analysis of the results 
obtained was xindertaken. 

The conclusions from this 
analysis were simply that, 
if any member did have ten¬ 
dencies towards being tel¬ 
epathic, it did not show 
up in the results. Every 
participant in the exper¬ 
iment got a result which 
was completely average and 
could have been arrived at 
by chance.

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1 fe^ tbat I mist write. If somewhat belatedly, about the article In LANTERN No. 
ONE, enUtled GHOSTS WE MI(^ HAVE KNOWN. My reason for writing Is to dispute some of 
the statments made In this article, which concerned the BSIG Ghost-watches at Lowes¬ 
toft Town Hall. 1 would hasten to add that Uils Is not intended In any way to be a 
personal attack on the writer of the article, but only to put on record some points 
which have been overlooked in his article and which, by their omission, tend to give 
an Incorrect velw of the findings at the Town Hall. 

In all fairness, I should point out that the writer of the article did attend all 
3 of the ghost-watches there vdille 1 attended only one. I am not disputing the f&cts 
recorded by the various watchers on thev3 occasions, but only the interpretation of 
these facts after the watches were over. 

1 will take In turn each point from thp article with which I am in dispute: 


I. The sounds like footsteps. In the top corridor, which are mentioned In the article 
have, to the best of my kzu)wledge, been explained by the caretaker. They were caused 
by a fault In the mechanism of the clock In the tower over the top corridor, produc¬ 
ing 'low thudding noises.' This was explained to me on the second watch by Mr.B.Hulme, 
and as I recall, we were Instructed to Ignore these noises If they were heard. Which 
Indeed they were, by myself and at least one other watcher. They were also heard on 
the third watch and are In fact recorded In the official report as being the noises 
of the clock mechanism. 


2. In the article the appearance of a light, idd.ch was seen for 2 or 3 seconds com¬ 
ing from under the Mayor's Parlour door. Is mentloed. It Is stated that this could 
not possibly have been reflected light from outside. This Is just a suggestion on my 
part, but couldn't It have bean the Direct light from a car's headlights as It came 
up the short stretch of road leading from the John Wilde Club and Mariners Score? 
which case the light would have shone directly Into the Mayor's Parlour window for a 
second or two before the vehicle tamed Into the High Street. 


3« The last point from the article that I wish to dispute Is the so-called 'Draught 
Cycle,' which was, according to the article: 

"The circulation of a cold draught at the same time on each watch, this starts 
outside the Mayor's Parlour and was Independantly reported to move down the 
stairs, along the bottom corridor and back to the Mayor's Parlour. This cycle 
starts at 11.48pm and appeared to return 7 or ' minutes later. This cycle Is 
pronounced on the third watch but documentary evidence from the other watches 
conflzms that a good part of the cycle was In existence all the time on the 
first and second watches." 

Unfortunately, I do not have the reports from the first to watches to examine, but by 
studying the report of the third watch very carefully, I cannot find any proof whatso 
ever of the existence of any sort of 'draught cycle.' there were indeed draughts co¬ 
ming from under the Mayor's Parlour door from time to time during the watch, but th¬ 
ere is no evidence or reports of draughts on the stairs during the watch and the only 
draughts recorded on the ground floor during the whole of the third watch , WERE TR** 
aveLLING IN THE OPPOSITE DIRECTION TO THE DRAUGHT CYCLE! Returning to the first floor 
by way of the back stairs, as the draught Is supposed to do, only one draught was In 
fact recorded travelling in the right direction to agree \d.th the 'cycle, but this 
was found to be coming from under a door In the corridor and not down the corridor. 
After the source of this draught was discovered, the detector was moved, after which 
no other draughts were recorded, but In the opposite direction to the cycle. No other 
draughts were recorded on the first floor for the rest of the watch. 

On the basis of these findings I feel I oust respectfully refute the existence of 
any Draught Cycle In any form. Should anyone wish to study my claims In greater depth 
I shall be only too pleased to let them have a copy.
